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THE McKINLEY MANUAL TRAINING SCHOOL 


The walls of the McKinley Manual Training 
School conceal some very interesting facts 
that have perhaps not been realized by the 
school’s community. 


The school contains fifty rooms which are 
used by the academic classes. There are 
nine. shops, devoted to various manual sub- 
jects, and none of them are small or inefficient. 
The only machine shop in the District which 
surpasses Tech’s, is at the United States Navy 
Yard. The laboratories are all modern, large, 
and fully equipped. There are three for 
physics, two for chemistry, one for biology and 
two for domestic science. The Mechanical 
Drawing Department consists of five rooms, 
and the Freehand Department has four. 


The student body of Tech consists of twelve 
hundred and ninety registered pupils, who are 
instructed by a faculty of sixty-one first-class 
teachers. There are six hundred and fifty- 
five students studying foreign languages, 
twelve hundred and nine studying English and 


eleven hundred and eighty taking some branch 
of mathematics. The science classes are 
attended by nine hundred and thirty-seven 
students. 


Statistics that were gathered for this article 
show another very interesting fact that has 
never before been noticed. The course in 
Tech is a difficult one for persons who come to 
school for a good time, and it is an impossible 
one for loafers. Grade-school pupils are always 
careful in picking out the high school which is 
most capable in preparing them for life, and 
they always expect to finish the course which 
they start. ‘The most usual cause for stopping 
school is the inability to keep up to the scho- 
lastic standard. Since its organization in 
1901, Tech has started six thousand boys and 
girls on their course of secondary education. 
Of this six thousand, only twelve hundred 
have stood the grind to the time of graduation. 
The one hundred and twelve graduates of the 
June class are included in the twelve hundred. 
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THE HISTORY OF TECH 


“Tech,” as we know it to-day, has been in 
existence just fifteen years. Compared with 
the other high schools of Washington, our 
school is yet in its infancy as far as mere years 
are concerned, but when our achievements are 
taken into consideration, the complexion of 
the whole matter changes; for Tech, in all lines, 
is just as far, if not farther advanced, than any 
other high school in Washington. 


The year 1885 marks the advent of Manual 
Training in the Washington High Schools. 
Mr. C. EH. Koyl, of the Physics department of 
Central High School, at that time, is respons!- 
ble for its introduction, twelve boys who were 
taking physics under him being his. first 
pupils. Not long after, manual training, 
consisting of wood-turning, forging, and ma- 
chine shop work, became an accredited minor 
subject. It was at this time that a technical 
course was introduced as a part of the cur- 
riculum, and it became so popular that all 
those who wished to pursue it could hardly 
be accommodated. Some idea of the strength 
of this course may be obtained from the fact 
that in one year all four of the cadet captains 
were technical students. After 1892, when 
the regiment was organized, two of the “‘ Tech” 
boys became colonels—Frank S. Skinner and 
our own principal, Frank C. Daniel, who had 
the honor of leading the cadet regiment 
down Pennsylvania Avenue in an inaugural 
parade. 


In 1898 Congress made the first of the 
appropriations which were responsible for 
our school as it stands to-day. In 1901 Tech 
was ready for occupancy and in September of 
that year the Technical students moved into 
their new quarters. The increase in enroll- 
ment from year to year gives one an idea of 
just what the public thought of the new 
school and its courses of study. The enroll- 
ment was in I90I-02, 260; 1902-03, 457; 
1903-04, 548; and so on, with a substantial 
increase from year to year until at present 
(1915-16) there are over twelve hundred 
pupils in Tech, about as many as the buildin 
can comfortably accommodate. 2 


Tech has made many advances since her 
birth, especially along mechanical lines. The 
machine, forge, and wood shops are all well 
equipped. Art metal work has become ver 
popular among a large number of students. 
The chemistry and physics departments are 
strong in every respect, as are all the depart- 
ments of our school. 

And now just a word in regard to the activi- 
ties of Tech. Tech has a reputation to main- 
tain, in football and drill especially: Our 
baseball record also is an admirable one. 
Just about half the football championships 
have come our way. The cadets have also 
done much to make the. school conspicuous. 
Since 1901 Tech has won more competitive 
drills than any other school, and Tech com- 
panies have won that classic almost as many 
times as all the other schools combined. 
Other societies and organizations at Tech 
have grown rapidly. ‘Tech Life’ deserves 
special mention. In this, the second year of 
its existence, it is recognized all over Washing- 
ton as the snappiest of high school publica- 
tions, as well as the most unique. 


A great event in the life of Tech was the 
ushering in of the General Organization. 
This student government body, with the 
assistance of several faculty members, has 
done much for Tech’s welfare. 


_ Mr. Daniel has done all in his power to 
improve, not only our school and its curriculum, 
but athletics, drill, and every activity of the 
school as well. Mr. Daniel’s interest in the 
student body has made him a beloved prin- 
cipal. There is another, too, whose interest 
in Tech has made the school what it is. Had 
It not been for the untiring efforts of Mr. 
Chamberlain, we would not have cause to 
el as proud of our school as we do at present.

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Any Tech year-book would be incomplete 
without a word concerning that much “hashed 
over” subject—the Tech Gymnasium. Now, 
to some unfortunate persons this discussion 
has probably grown monotonous. It has 
been given column after column of space in 
Tech Life; our best and worst orators have 
exerted their best and worst efforts, respec- 
tively, toward the gaining of their supreme 
goal—a gym; petitions have been circulated 
until our right hands have become weary and 
our fountain pens have run dry; and still 
we have no gymnasium. Indeed, the end 
seems as far off now as at any time in the past. 
What is the reason for this? 


Let us submit the facts for the consideration 
of the students and all whom it may concern 
(Congressmen, take notice!): Technical High 
School is one of the largest and “ most athletic”’ 
schools in the city. By ATHLETIC we mean 
that from the first Tech has excelled in physi- 
cal sports. It would take too long for us to 
give here a summary of the past athletic suc- 
cesses in all branches of sport with which 
we have been showered. Suffice it to say that 
in baseball, football, drill, especially; and in 
track, basketball, crew, and tennis our school 
has gained a reputation of which any similar 
school may well be proud. Yet, having such 
an athletically-inclined student body, we have 
always been deprived of that necessary and 
almost indispensable aid—a gymnasium. 


In the second place, despite the fact that 
the enrollment in most of the other high 
schools is not nearly so large as ours, yet 
Congress has deemed it important enough 
to provide for them. Business and Western 
have well-equipped gyms, while Eastern has 
the money appropriated for one, and the New 
Central has probably the most sumptuous 
scholastic gymnasium in the country, with a 
fine swimming pool and excellent equipment. 


But we do not want this thing merely 
because some other school has it—because it 
is the style to have one. We want it because 
we need it. We do not think it is necessary 
to give a detailed essay on the benefits of a 
gymnasium to growing young men and women. 
The beneficial effects are too well known to be 
gone over. If it were only a matter of con- 
vincing Congress of the physical benefits we 
should long ago have had a gym. 


Neither is it a question of having room for 
the necessary additions to the main building. 
Tech is built in the form of an “L,”’ and all the 
rest of the block is used for storing motor 
cycles and taking class pictures. Besides, if 
necessary, the houses fronting on R St. and 
Marion St. could be bought and demolished 
in order to make room for extensions. We 
have enough land to provide for a gymnasium, 
a large assembly hall, and a swimming pool— 
all worthy necessities. Surely want of suf- 
ficient space cannot be a cause for our martyr- 
dom! ‘The new assembly hall, besides giving 
more adequate accommodations to the many 
and large audiences which overflow our small 
hall on special occasions like the presentation 
of the Spring Play or the exercises on Class 
Night, would make room for the enlarging 
of the library. The library is now confined 
to a little room back of the assembly hall, 
in an out-of-the-way place as isolated from the 
rest of the school as the art-metal shop. This 
state of affairs would be changed by extending 
the library into the space now occupied by the 
stage. 


If our lack of a gym is not a question of 
necessity, convenience, or space, then what in 
the name of Ed Burke is it? Well, it is this: 
It is a question of keeping at it; of persever- 
ance. We have presented several petitions 
to Congress; we must present more, and more, 
and more. Several worthy Tech students 
have made this subject their one effort in life. 
Among these may be mentioned Roy Foster, 
Herbert Chamberlain, and Bill Simmons. 
These boys labored unceasingly in their en- 
deavors to make Congress, the District Com- 
missioners, and the Board of Education lose 
sleep over this subject. No doubt much good 
has been done, but we must continue to make 
known our wants with a doggedness that would 
do credit to a mule. Experience has shown 
that only in this way can we expect to turn 
the slow wheels of legislation, but once 
started, it will be like the story of the Ford 
“that kept going right along.” 

Our parting admonition is, work like—well, 
work pretty hard, anyway, and before many 
semesters have semestered, Tech will have 
attained the goal for which she so long has 
striven—A GYMNASIUM.

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THE OFFICIAL SEAL OF TECH 


It is doubtful if any previous G. O. Council 
in the History of Tech has legislated on more 
matters of vital interest to the school, than 
that one which was in power from September 
1915 to February 1916. It was during this 
session that one of the greatest problems 
which ever confronted Tech was solved with 
success. 

Tech, ever since its birth in r901, with all 
its ensuing successes, had the humiliation 
of being far behind its rivals, in that she pos- 
sessed no official seal. Several years ago, a 
few of the prominent teachers and students, 
recognizing this deplorable condition of affairs, 
realized that, if the school’s honor were to be 
maintained, prompt action would be necessary. 
Accordingly, they consulted each other, with 
the result that a request was published for 


designs for the seal. 
aroused, and the response of the student 


Much interest was 


body was prompt and hearty. But, although 
the enthusiasm was extensive, not enough of 
it was injected into the designs to make them 
worthy of any great amount of consideration 
and so the matter died a natural death. The 
Same attempt was made the following year, 
with probably even less success than on the 
previous occasion. Last semester, when Presi- 
dent Lamond was placed at the helm of the 
G. O., he decided to bring the matter toa head. 
Accordingly he requested the submission 
of designs. Out of the many that were 
submitted, the G. O. selected three from 
which the seal should be chosen. Just before 
the final vote was scheduled to take place, 
however, a new design was submitted. This 
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seal represented Tubal Cain holding a “T.” 
This was the design which was finally chosen. 
It was imperfect in some ways, but the student 
body was of the opinion that the idea em- 
bodied in the seal was more than appropriate 
to Tech: Mr. C. Adriance Smith, at the time 
Art Editor of Tech Life, and designer of the 
new seal, realized that many improvements 
could be made. He immediately set to work. 
The position of Tubal Cain was changed so 
that he was made to look more natural; the T, 
which before had been but a minor object in 
the hand of Tubal was enlarged enough so as to 
be made the most prominent object in the 
design, as it really should be. This second 
design is now the official school seal, and here- 
after an impression of it will be used on 
diplomas and class pins. 


In the fourth chapter of Genesis we are 
told that Tubal Cain was ‘“‘an instructor of 
every artifice in brass and iron.” Surely, 
no character could have been selected whose 
occupation would have been more in accord 
with our school curriculum. 


The G. O., as stated above, deserves credit. 
Mr. Smith deserves more credit and Mr. 
Helmuth, who was the first to uncover Tubal 
Cain also deserves credit. If we think of our 
seal we can remember our school and_ the 
things for which it stands.

But oh! the 
sense of loss when she has left us, and we 
either go without lunch or walk home. Our 
Military Genius, Howard Fellows, we pro- 
moted from colonel-at-cadets to sergeant-at- 
arms, thus completing the list of most notable 
officers of this most notable class. 


And now observe what we have done for 
Tech, then go ye and do likewise. Would 
Tech have won the football championship if 
Young, Brauner, and Cole had not been on 
the team? Upon whom does Tech pin her 
hopes for a baseball victory? Why, upon 
Hird, the red-headed wonder, and upon 
Eiseman, the demon slugger. What chance 
would Tech stand in track were it not for 


‘arr, Kirby, Moon, Gooch, and Tibbott? 
What mould the Staff of Life be without 
Norman Barnes, Eric Barnes, Howard Beck, 
and the rest? Would the orchestra provide 
such soul-stirring music with Schmidt, Kirby 
and Defendorf among the missing? And 
where would the cadets be without Fellows, 
Himmler, Strang, Zobel, Zirkin, Stockard, 
Hildebrand, Cooper, and Rudolph?

The coming of Lieutenant Steever, U.S. A., 
from Wyoming to this city, started a move- 
ment in the Cadets which will grow until the 
Washington organization will be unexcelled 
by any outfit in the country. Early in the 
season Lieutenant Steever instituted a course 
in Troop-Leadership at the Officers’ school. 
As soon as they were sufficiently proficient, 
the Officers were organized into teams. Tech 
had two teams, No. 1, commanded by Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Himmler, and No. 2, commanded 
by Major Strang. No. 1 defeated Eastern, 
but was in turn defeated by Central No. 1. 
No. 2 lost to Central No. 2 after a hard fight. 
Central No. 1 won the District championship 
for officers. Company teams were then 
formed and company matches were played. 
This was a more difficult proposition, owing 
to the larger number of teams. Industry and 
efficiency garnered their reward when Captain 
“Chick” Cooper’s team of ““H” Co., second 
regiment, Tech, took the prize in the finals 
against Co. “D,” first regiment, from our old 
friend Central. 

Troop-leadership contests being completed, 
attention was turned to shooting. The range 
at Winthrop, Md., was secured for firing. 
Owing to limited range facilities, only service- 
men were allowed to fire in the contests. 
The preliminaries were decided on the N. R. A. 

arksman’s course. Cos. A, F, and H of 
Tech survived the preliminaries. The finals 
were decided by platoon-firing at battle and 
surprise targets at about three hundred yards 


range. 
68, and Co. F, of 58. Although there were 
many complaints about the conduct of the 
cadets in general, in going to and coming 
from the Range, Tech was complimented on 
the excellent discipline of her detachments. 

The greatest characteristic of this year’s 
Cadet Organization is the general trend toward 
what may be termed real soldiering. Not 
such a long time ago a cadet company was 
expected only to look pretty, make a loud 
noise in close order, and keep out of the 
Faculty’s way. This year the first steps 
toward a great change have been taken. 
Companies are beginning to be regarded as 
good or bad according to their general effi- 
ciency, marksmanship, discipline, and so on, 
instead of according to their ability to get 
together and once a year put up a snappy close 
order drill.

Nominations for cheer- 
leaders were to come from either the third, 
fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, or eighth Semesters, 
and the three receiving the highest number of 
ballots were to be elected to the position of 
cheer-leader, and the first and second assistant 
cheer-leaders, respectively. 


A special assessment of ten cents was made 
upon the members of the G. O. for the purpose 
of establishing and maintaining basket ball for 
boys and girls.

Mr. Birch, Faculty Adviser, resigned. 


One hundred and eleven dollars and sixty- 
one cents ($111.61) were appropriated as an 
emergency appropriation for football. 

To prevent any delay and misunderstanding 
about appropriations the following by-law was 
made: 

The Faculty Advisers of the various activi- 
ties must present, in person, emergency appro- 
priations, as soon as the money 1s needed, to 
the Executive Committee, and the Executive 
Committee must act upon it immediately. 

The “Tubal Cain” seal which was designed 
by Mr. C. A. Smith was selected by the school 
for the official school seal. 

The Agora, Tech Players’ Club, and the 
Boys’ Basket Ball Team were granted charters. 

Plans of student government to stop the 
thieving were discussed, but owing to the 
shortness of time no plan was perfected in this 
Semester. 

An appropriation of fifty dollars was made 
for the Girls’ Basket Ball Team. 

The rest of the special assessment was 
appropriated for the Boys’ Basket Ball Team. 

‘The Constitution was amended so that there 
will remain four experienced representatives 
on the Council each Semester. 

The use of printed matter in the campaigns 
was forbidden. 

The Cadet Organization was granted a new 
charter. 
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The question of shortening the noon hour 
and closing school at two o’clock was voted on 
by the school, and passed by a large majority. 

Tennis was recognized as a minor sport, 
and the old English “T” selected for its 


emblem. 


After one of the most interesting and suc- 
cessful campaigns ever held in the school, 
Royal Foster was elected President by a large 
majority when the second ballot was taken, 
Margaret Kroll was unanimously elected sec- 
retary, and the following semester representa- 
tives were elected:

Mr. L. L. Mattern was again appointed the 
Honorary President by the Principal; and Miss 
Eva Baker and Miss Ruth Staufer were 
appointed as the faculty members of the 
Council. 

The Council began its duties immediately 
and having. the splendid work accomplished 
by last semester’s Council backing it, the 
present Council has surpassed all the preceding 
Councils in the work it has accomplished. 
The current semester has proved to be a very 
busy one, the Council having thought it 
necessary to hold a meeting at least once a 
week; and a numberof special meetings have 
been held. 

The General Organization has progressed 
wonderfully since it was established at Tech: 
and the work of the Council has progressed 
greatly, and has proved to be very beneficial to 
the students and to the school in general. 

The important acts of the present Council 
are: 

1. Basket ball was recognized as a major 
sport, 

2. The minutes of the meetings were 
published. 

3. The cadet companies were authorized to 
have inter-company competitions in athletics. 

4. The baseball requirements for an em- 
blem were changed. 

5. It was decided to have the G. QO. 
Presidents’ pictures framed to hang in the 
corridor.

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This article has been assembled by the three persons who are most interested and most capable of making the school 
familiar with the football series, which brought to Tech the cup offered by the Princeton Alumni Association of Wash- 


ington to the high school which should first win three championships. Eugene Ochsenreiter, Jack Easter, and Bobbie 
Anderson are responsible for the material that is here presented. 


Because of a late summer season the high 
school teams were somewhat longer than usual 
in getting into form, but the 1915 series, when 
it finally did get under way, proved to be the 
best and most closely contested set of games 
that Washington has ever known. With the 
most prominent athlete of Washington out 


of the game for the entire season, many 
experts believed that Tech’s chances were les- 
sened to a disastrous degree. However, the 
place which Gene left open was more than 
filled by the skill of “Jakey” Roberts and 
“Dutch” Daly, the latter soon becoming 
feared by every opposing tackler. 
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The Princeton cup is now a permanent 
possession of Tech’s, as all good cups should 
be; and the ro15 series is packed away. No 
one will ever forget the Central game, when 
by the use of an ideal combination of brains, 
muscle, and constitution, the Maroon and 
Gray shoved the ball over the Blue and White 
goal line, after carrying it from their own five- 
yard line. The score of that game was 
thirteen to twelve, and that last touchdown 
was made one minute and a quarter before 
the final blast of the whistle. Tech’s opening 
game with Business was a. loosely played 
contest, but an interesting one. It ended 
without a score, and had Western not managed 
to slip one over on the Stenographers we 
might not have won the championship. The 
second game of the series was an easy victory 
over Western, the team which helped us 
by crushing Business. Tech’s last game was 
full of snap. The Eastern delegation of 
youngsters put up a game fight and were only 
touched for thirteen points. Of course, while 
they were preventing Tech from getting more, 
they had no time to score themselves. 


Thus has our account of last season been 
abbreviated, for a review of next year is even 


more important in the space here. The cham- 
pionship “IT” men of 1915 are Ochsenreiter, 
Linder, Roberts, Chase, Heltman, S. Cole, 
Brauner, Easter, Pfeiffer, Snyder, Williams, 
Taylor, Daly, Guervich, Myers, Young, J, 
Barnes, and‘ Hart.

prospects for next year look bright although we 
lose ten of our regulars, who are Ochsenreiter, 
Roberts, Taylor, Chase, Daly, Brauner, 
Williams, Heltman, Young, and S. Cole. 
However, the greatest blow lies in the loss 
of Coach Hart, who has led the team to two 
championships. He will be succeeded by our 
old friend} and capable coach, “Cuppy” 
Farmer. Next year the remaining regulars 
will be Captain-elect Easter, ““Dave”’ Pfeiffer, 
“Wee Wee” Hart, “Les” Myers, “ Johnnie” 
Barnes, Guervich, and Dodge, while second- 
string men Bosley, Murray, Koop and others 
will fill in most satisfactorily. With the help 
that Miss Dean can always offer, with the 
pep and life that Mr. Piggot gives, and with the 
work of Manager Anderson and Assistant 
Manager Laughton, the side line part of the 
game is sure to be successful.”

BASEBALL 


The baseball series of the five high schools 
is marked this year by the introduction of 
twenty games instead of the former ten 
contests. In this new arrangement each 
school meets each of the other schools twice. 
The best team now has the best chance to 
win, which, of course should be the main 
object of the baseball series; however, the 
interest, which was once evident in Washington 
High School baseball, seems to have fallen off 
to some degree. The inability to secure a 


diamond with stands, probably is, in part, the 
cause of the small attendances, but even so, the 
long drawn out series does not hold the student 
bodies as it should. In previous years, Tech 
audiences were always large, but now they 
have suffered a great decline. ‘To this decline 
we may lay some of the blame for our failure 
to lead the league straight through. Although 
our team has not captured every contest it 
has showed that it is capable of good baseball 
and evenyet the series may end with McKinle 
on the top of the pile of a very well scrambled 
heap. 

The fielding side of the game has been very 
satisfactory for Tech. The players are a 
bunch of big leaguers on the defensive, but 
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their failure to wield the willow has lost many 
games for them. Only one of the Tech games 
yet played was easy for our opponents, an 
then our team was not in very perfect con- 
dition. BS 

Captain Denby Hird, the Pessimist, has 
proved himself to be a real leader, and we 
already knew that he was an ideal pitcher. 
Johnnie Eiseman has maintained his reputa- 
tion of being the hardest hitting and fastest 
infielder in Washington scholastic circles, and 
Sheetz Shewalter has shown some unusual 
skill in various lines. The defensive team, as 
a whole, is as capable as any other in the 
series. 

Five of Tech’s eight games have been played 
and three of them were lost. The strongest 
team in the series went down in defeat before 
the Maroon and Gray, while one of the weaker 
teams put the jinx on us twice. 

In a most disheartening manner Western 
won the first game of the series, after Tech had 
it on ice and had gone to sleep on it. The 
game was a thrilling slug feast, the final score 
being 13 to 12. 

Eastern, of east Washington, was next 
encountered, and this time we finished with 
the long end of the score. The Capitol Hill boys 
are counted on by many as the most certain 


contenders, although they did fall before the 
mighty arm of Denby to a tune of 4 to 1, 

Business was walloped in an average class 
of game, Wassman and Hird doing most of the 
work. The score of this battle was 5 to 3, 
although several costly errors made the game 
seem rather scholastic. 

In the first Tech-Central combat the spirit 
of the two schools was so keen that no one 
knows for certain who really finished first, 
The official score seems to have been 5 to 3, 
in favor of the Blue and White, but the umpire 
was guilty of so many unusual rulings that the 
official score in this case seems to be a very 
unreliable source of information. 

Western slaughtered Tech in an 8 to 2 
battle, which battle, we hope, will wake the 
boys up so suddenly that nothing can keep 
them from walking right into first place. 

The men who will receive letters for baseball 
this season are Hird, Braumbaugh, Eiseman, 
Shewalter, and Cole, who will not return next 
year, and Stephenson, Berens, Straun, Freeman, 
and Pfeiffer, who will be with the team again. 

With so many of this year’s set remaining, 
and with Chick Pfeiffer, Shoemaker, Golding, 
Guervich, and De LaVergne, of the subs, still 
out for the team our next year chances seem 
quite encouraging. 


TRACK 


With an auspicious start in securing the 
services of Mr. McMillen, of the Y. M. C. A., 
the Tech Track Team started training in early 


November. Under the guidance of Coach 
McMillen, Captain Tibbott, and Manager 
Gooch, a small squad of men trained faithfully 
and consistently throughout the winter and 
spring. During the winter the team was 
handicapped by the injuries of Tibbott and 
Sheehan. The former pulled tendons in both 
legs at different times, and the latter was out 
with a broken ankle received in football 
practice. An encouraging innovation was the 
introduction of the custom of awarding gray 
jerseys to men who trained faithfully for ten 
consecutive weeks. 
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In the Georgetown Indoor Meet, February 
19, Kirby got second in the 50-yard novice, 
being beaten by Renoe of Georgetown. In 
the George Washington Meet, MacNamara 
got third in the 600-yard novice, defeating a 
college man for the place. No other Washing- 
ton high school squad scored points in either 
of these meets. 


In the M. A. C. Meet of Saturday, May 6, 
the team showed up well considering the fact 
that several of its best men were not yet in 
good condition. Sheehan won the half mile 
in beautiful style, while Carr got third in the 
mile run. Several other Tech men did well, 
but were unable to place. 
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The final goal of the year’s training, the 
Spring Meet, came two weeks later, May 20. 
In this Tech won second place with 25 9-10 
points, Central winning with 521-5. Next in 
order came Business with 8, Eastern with 5 2-5, 
and Western with 3 1-2. 

Kirby got third in the hundred, Central 
getting first and second. Tibbott failed to 
qualify in the 220 hurdles, being beaten in his 
heat in time 2 seconds faster than the finals. 
In trying to save himself for the 220, Sheehan 
slightly underestimated Latta of Central and 
lost first in the 880-yard run by a scant mar- 
gin. Wheeler came in third. Lipscomb and 
Hartshorn got second and third respectively 
in the 440, and Sheehan and Kirby got the 
same positions in the 220. Through a stiff 
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leg contracted in a fall two days before, Carr 
lost first place in the mile run in time ful] 

20 seconds slower than his usual time. Spie- 
den captured second in the pole vault, while 
Kline tied Borden of Central for third. Clark 
got third in the shotput, and Tibbott and 
Kiseman tied several others for third in the 
high jump. Captain Tibbott won the broad 
with ease with a jump of 20 feet 4 inches. 

A history of Track in ’16 would be incom. 
plete without an appreciative word about the 
help of Coach McMillen, the untiring efforts 
of Captain Tibbott and Manager Gooch, and 
the faithful, self-sacrificing training of the 
men through the long monotonous weeks of 
winter and spring.

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This year, for the first time, the students 
of Tech had an opportunity of seeing a “Tech” 
basket-ball team, wearing the school colors and 
playing under the school’s name. 


For some years Tech men have played as 
members of independent teams, and in this 
capacity, won considerable individual dis- 
tinction. The Fairmont team of last year 
made a particularly fine record, and to this 
independent organization the credit for this 
years’ showing is in great measure due. 


This year Central entered the field with a 
school team, leaving Tech as the only school 
without an officially recognized team. As we 
had the material and as the material had 
shown itself capable of good basket ball it 
behooved us to organize. Under the direction 
of the G. O. Council the school voted a basket 
ball tax. Unfortunately official organization 
came too late for Tech to get in the inter- 
scholastic championship schedule.  Undis- 
mayed by this handicap, the team went to 


work and the season as recorded in their 
scores speaks for itself. If the team could 
have been organized and put into the field a 
few weeks earlier Tech in all probability would 
have been able to claim interscholastic cham- 
pionship for 1916. 

“Jakey” Roberts, the hero of many high 
school football and baseball battles, was 
appointed coach. ‘Too much credit cannot 
be given Jakey, who worked hard and faith- 
fully with his team, although he was the only 
high school coach who received no money for 
his services. Such true Techites should not 
be forgotten by the students. 

For a few weeks the team had the addi- 
tional advantages of the services of Paul Steed 
in the capacity of assistant coach. It is only 
necessary to say that “Pony” did for the 
basket ball boys what he did for two of our 
championship football teams. 

Miss Dean, the faculty adviser of this sport, 
worked hard and faithfully to obtain money 
with which to start the season. 
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After a few weeks of practice, the squad 
was cut to the following men: Eiseman, 
D. Pfeiffer, De Atley, De La Vergne, Myers, 
Devlin, Wilson, Borland, Hutchinson, Jf 
Pfeiffer, Edmonston and Woolf. This team 
practiced faithfully under many hardships and 
finally sprang into prominence by defeating 
Business and Central in two consecutive 
games. 

At a meeting of the squad, Dave Pfeiffer 
and Johnny Eiseman were elected to be the 
first captain and manager of basket ball at 
Tech. 

This team had a very successful season, 
defeating each of the high schools, including 
Western, the inter-city champions of Boston 
and Washington. The scores of our inter-

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Tennis took a big spurt forward at Tech 
this year. At a meeting of the Tennis Club 
in the early fall, an election of officers was 
held. The result of this election was as 
follows: Richmond Brooks, President; Wilson 
McCaw, Secretary; Paul Eppelsheimer, Treas- 
urer; and Harold Huggins, Manager. The 
election of Captain was decided to be restricted 
to the team only. 


Huggins, the manager, was busy in the 
meantime arranging matches. ‘The team plays 
each school twice, once at home and once on 
foreign courts. All of the high schools were 
scheduled as were several other schools, such 
as Episcopal, Friends and Eastern College of 
Manassas. 


The practice was greatly hampered in the 
spring by inclement weather, but the team 
finally got in shape for the Business match. 
Those who made the team were Eppelsheimer, 
Adams, Sutliff, Keliher, and Hall. Several 
others were kept on the squad to act as buffers 


between the team and those who came out 
late and wished to make it. 

With but a week’s practice the team met 
Business on the latter’s courts. The match 
resulted in a decisive victory for Tech, four 
matches to none. ‘The next day the team met 
Friends, which again resulted in Tech’s favor, 
five matches to one. One week after, the 
team played Central and although defeated, 
put up a strong showing against them. 

By this time it was seen who would make the 
team so the election for captain was held. 
Eppelsheimer was elected unanimously. 

Only the three aforementioned matches have 
been played before this article went to press, 
but from the way the team has been playing 
a very successful season is looked forward to. 

There are also even greater prospects for 
next year as the team loses only two of its 
members, Hall and Eppelsheimer, through 


graduation.

With the closing of one of the most eventful 
years in the history of Tech, the Wireless Club 
deserves creditable mention. When the club 
was founded in the spring of 1914 by Harry 
Lyon, it had a membership limited to a few 
upper-classmen, but since then it has grown 
until it now has thirty members who are upper- 
classmen and associate members who are from 
the lower-classmen. 

During its first year the General Organiza- 
tion recognized the club as a school activity 
by granting it a charter and by appointing 
Mr. Smith as faculty adviser. Little did 
Marconi realize, when he began meddling 
with spark-coils and detectors, that he was 
laying the foundation for so important an 
organization as the Tech Radio Association. 

When the club was reorganized, it elected 
C. M. Godfrey as president, E. B. Judson as 
vice-president and chief operator, and L. G. 
Smith as secretary. The next task was the 
improvement of the school wireless set. Both 
the sending and the receiving apparatus were 
remodeled by replacing the older instruments 
with those of later design. All of the appa- 
ratus was constructed by members of the 
club, within the shops of the school. Of 
course, the head receivers and a variable con- 


denser were bought ready-made. The set is 
now both modern in design and efficient in 
operation, having a transmitting range of 
over two hundred miles and an almost un- 
limited receiving range. At any time of the 
day or night one can hear land and sea stations 
from Key West to Sayville. To give the 
operators skill in reading messages, the meet- 
ings were spent in practicing the code. 

Besides the practical work, the “bugs” 
received theoretical instruction in the form 
of a series of lectures. Mr. Smith, the faculty 
adviser, delivered many instructive talks. In 
addition to this, the members had the pleasure 
of listening to lectures on subjects relative to 
radio communication by Mr. Edwards, chief 
operator at the Arlington Station, the officers 
of the club, and many others. 

In regard to our faculty adviser nothing need 
be said, for the members all realize the great 
help that Mr. Smith has been, and they feel 
that without his Support the organization 
could never have flourished as it has. 

At the completion of this very successful 
year the Wireless Club looks forward to an 
extremely bright future.

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Although our Rifle Club was smaller this 
year than ever before, the boys can look back 


over their work with pride. Pride because of 
the name made for the club and Tech, 
although to our regret the team on several 
occasions suffered defeat. 

The team began the season this year minus 
three stars: Claxton, who did not return to 
school; and Percy Gibson and Sutfin, who 
graduated. The following made up the Tech 
Team: Captain Stockett, Ridgeley, Himmler, 
Windle, Waite, Johnson, James, Byler, Beyer, 
Stites, and A.C. Himmler. T. Y. Waite was 
the shining light of the club this year, although 
he could not equal Percy Gibson. ‘The “find” 
of the season was A. C. Himmler, a freshie, who 
will be one of the team for three years more. 

The officers for the year were: A. O. Ridgley, 
President; L. W. Himmler, vice-president; C. 
M. James, secretary and treasurer; and Wy) XC 
Waite, assistant secretary. J. W. Stockett, 
team captain, led the teams on their “battle- 
fields.” 

The Club, just before the Indoor Shoot, 
obtained four new Springfield galley rifles. 
These, with the guns the Club already had, will 
be enough for as large a club as Tech may have 
next year. About four thousand rounds of 


ammunition, sent up from the Franklin School, 
will be enough to start the club on its next 
season’s work. 

The members of the club broke several 
records in the Intercity matches. A. O. 
Ridgley broke his last year’s record of 197 
with a score of 199 out of a possible 200. 
The Club broke its 962 record of last year 
with 969 record score on one of its matches 
this spring. Tech stands third in class A 
and fourth among the high schools throughout 
the country. 

Although handicapped by lack of practice 
days and suitable equipment, the team did 
better, as a whole, in the Intercity matches 
than it did last year when it finished fourth 
in class A. It also established several records 
that probably will not be broken for some time. 

The team made 10,540 out of a possible 
11,000 points in the eleven matches. T. Y, 
Waite made the team ten out of eleven times. 
Ridgeley made it eight times. A score of 185 
points made in the second match was the 
lowest that put a man on the team in any of 
the matches. Following are the scores made 
in the eleven matches: 941, 955, 957, 963, 958, 
969, 966, 964, and 958. Waite’s average was 
a fraction over 192 per match. 
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In the Indoor Shoot Tech was not very suc- 
cessful. One thing can be said of the Tech 
team, however, that cannot be said of all the 
teams which shot in the matches. Central 
won the School and Battalion matches with a 
score of 1,119 and 932, respectively. 

Companies C and A came third and fifth 
in the Company match with scores of 672 and 
593 respectively. These are very good scores 
considering that there were four men shooting 
at the same time and that at least one of them 
had done very little shooting before. Captain 
Barkman and Lieutenant Graves, Eastern, 
captured the two leading places in the Officer’s 
Match with scores of 187 and 186. Lieuten- 
ant Whitney, Tech, who made the good score 
of 176 in the officers’ Match had never shot 
before. Several others did very well in this, 
their first shoot. T..Y. Waite, Tech, won the 
Junior Marksman’s Match with a score of 192. 

Our prospects for the outdoor shoot are very 
good. Several new men become available for 
the team when it shoots on the Outdoor Range. 
The Shoot, according to present plans, will 
be held during the first part of June. The 
Cadets are showing much interest in their 


shooting on the range. They spent two days 
shooting on the bull’s-eye targets and then 
shot at the silhouettes. Surprise and moyin 
targets made it seem as though they were 
firing at a real firing line. 

The team will lose four men by graduation 
Ridgley, who graduated in February; Capt. 
Stockett, Himmler, and Windle. The team 
will also lose a good shot in James, who, accord. 
ing to reports, will not come back in the fall, 
Tech will have a good team for next year 
however, in Waite, Byler, Johnson, “Little” 
Himmler, Stites, Beyer, “Big” Brumbaugh 
and several who showed promise in the Indoor 
and Outdoor shoots. 

With a splendid nucleus for a team next 
year, and with much more and better equip- 
ment and range promised, there is no reason 
why Tech can’t have a large club and winning 
teams next year. There should be no reason, 
then, why Tech can’t win all the matches with 
extra high scores. Here’s hoping Tech takes 
the lead in rifle next year.

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Not long after the McKinley Manual 
Training School had been established, a pub- 
lication came to be included among its vari- 
ous school activities. This literary effort was 
known as “The Hand and Mind,” and was 
issued about six times a year. No other paper 
represented Tech, until 1912, when Tom 
White was inspired with the idea of placing 
a “newspaper” in our school, and his inspira- 
tion was worked out into a bulletin that was 
multigraphed in the office. After the first 
issue of the Bulletin, a printed paper of four 
pages was put on sale every other Friday. 
Soon this, the “Tech News,” grew, and began 
to make money for the school. The price 
was lowered to three cents and the size of the 
pages was enlarged. 

For two years this four page bi-weekly 
was published. At the same time a monthly 
was being published. It was decided that the 
two would prosper more if they were combined. 
Accordingly, the paper was enlarged to eight 
pages, and the student body selected the name, 
suggested by Park Talks, “TECH LIFE,” for 
its title. 

The school year, 1914-15, was the first year 
of Tech Life’s existence. Myles F. Connors 
was the editor-in-chief, and was the first 
student who was able to edit the school

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bi-weekly and, at the same time, do satis- 
factory work in his studies, for a whole year. 

During the period between October 1912 
and June 1915, a bi-weekly publication was 
put before the student body, this publication 
varying in price, from two cents to five. ‘ 
__ This, the second year of the existence of 
lech Life, has been marked by original ideas 
and low price. The paper was sold through- 
out the year for one cent. 

The green freshman number, edited by 
N. Rex Collier, the unique poet, and the 
personal number, were the most popular 
issues of the paper. 

Tech Life has followed a newspaper style 
as nearly as possible. The write-ups have 
been short and snappy, and they have pre- 
sented only the latest and most interesting 
facts of high-school life. We have aimed to 
satisfy, and believe that we succeeded to 
some extent, for the circulation of the paper 
has never fallen off, and few advertisers have 
withdrawn their contracts. 

We wish to thank our readers, our contribu- 
tors, and our advertisers, for the very efficient 
manner in which they have criticized us, and 
supported us.
